COUNT OF SHOCKS LOST. 


Mexico City, July 30.—Central Mex 
loo, from tho Atlantic to, Ji© Pacific, 
and from <Jucru.to on the north to 
Oaxaca on the south, a distance cover 
ing more than 1.000 sqtfere mile* was 
shaken at an early hour to-day by 
series of the most severe earthquake 
shocks felt In the region for the post 
quarter of a century- Reports telling 
of tho loss of life are as yet not com¬ 
plete, but tho official figures to-day 
show that fourteen were killed out¬ 
right, wlillo mpr© than a score were 
mortally Injured. The towns of Aca¬ 
pulco and Chilpanclngo, in tho State

of the Republic of Mexico has been tm 
perfectly established. 

According to tho observatory records, 
the first of the shock of the series fell 
at 4:16 o'clock this morning, tho rock 
lng oscillation being from the East to 
tho Southwest. It was very severe, 
causing tho bells of the muny cathe¬ 
drals of the city to toll, breaking crock¬ 
ery and in noma Instances leveling 
walls. 


The first shock occurred at 4:10 
o’clock In the morning and the people 
knowing by past experiences what to 
expect. fi«d to ttie open. They had 
hardly got out when a series of six 
severe shocks of trlpodltory and oscil¬ 
latory character threw the more un¬ 
stable buildings to the ground. 

There was no tidal wave, but the 
Consul adds that the shocks were 
severer than those of 1907. which In¬ 
undated a port of tho city. His ine*- 
sage soys that no Amurlcun was killed 
or Injured. As to the total number of 
Injured ho declared that the authori¬ 
ties had not as yet made an official 
count. Not many of tho injuries will 
result seriously. 

The people are suffering greatly be- 
cauae the repeated shocks ore com¬ 
pelling them to live in tho open, and this 
b« ing the rainy season, they are wlth-

Three bodies 
have been token from the ruins. The 
churches, customhouse and all of the 
hotels in the place were re ndered unin¬ 
habitable while not a houso In the city 
escaped Injury of a more or less seri¬ 
ous character.

Washington. July 30.—Expressing

The conference report covers a 
bill that Is fairly protective to tho 
engaged In production. 

••If I were supreme j could mak* a 
hill that in sonv* respect* would stem 
better than thv proposed bill. It might 
not be hotter than the bit] agreed upon 
by the confrreen. While the bill suf¬ 
ficiently protect* our Industries, 

in my Judgment, under Its provisions 
new Industries will not be established. 
The country has been waiting for this 
legislation for five months and many. 


FEARS OF THE CARLISTS. 


Madrid, July 30 —The Government's 
reports from Catalonia Indicate that 
the situation continues to Improve.

LEAVE THEIR DEAD. 

Moors Believed To Be Concentrating 
For New Effort. 

Mellila, July 30.—The Moors have 
withdrawn from the outskirts of this 
city.

They burned 
hundreds of their dead whom they were 
unable to carry off. 

Alter the tribesmen had retired the 
sad work of burying the Spanish dead, 
which already were rotting in the sun.

The ground was covered with heaps 
of corpses, many of whom were mu¬ 
tilated after death. The bodies had 
been stripped of their arms. Jn order to 
prevent an epidemic the bodies were 
uurnped into boles. 

The steamer Mouilla has arrived here 
with hundreds of tons of sheila for the 
artillery and cartridges for the soldiers, 
whose ammunition was running low. 

The greatest confusion reigns at the 
army headquarter*. The overworked 
stalf seems demoralized. Exact llgures 
of the dead and wounded since the 
heavy fighting broke out with the 
Moor* were ret used. 


STILL IN SPAIN. 


Queen and Mother-In-Law Will Re¬ 
main At San Sebastian. 

San Sebastian. Spain, via Herdaye. 
July 30.—The royal rarally are still at 
Miramar Palace. The report that Quevn 
Victoria, the Queen-mother Marla 
Christian, ami the Archduke had 
crossed the frontier and gone to bay- 
onna until the crisis was uvor Is untrue 
and probably originated In the arrival 
of the royal automobile at Biarritz 
with a member of the court bearing 
dispatches to the Spanish Ambassador 
to France^ 

It is understood that both the Queen 
and Queen -mother were anxious to fol¬ 
low' the King to Madrid, but the King 
considered it a better and safer course 
that they should remain at San Sebas¬ 
tian until the Interior crisis was ended. 

Is great¬ 
ly worried, but has absolute faith In 
the lo>^dty of the people to the King. 
HU Majesty keeps an almost hourly 
communication with the Queen by tele¬

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 16, 1903.—President 
and Directors Louisville Board of Trade—Gen¬ 
tlemen: The special committee provided for by 
resolution of the Board of Directors, August 26, 
190$, to make investigation as to the complaint 
of Mr. C. M. Bullitt that the Cumberland Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company was unfairly 
raising its rates foj service in this city, and was 
discriminating in rates amongst its patrons, 
etc., have to report that they have carefully 
made inquiry as to the iacts and havj fai’cd to 
find a single instance in which said telephone 
company has charged z rate for cny of the vari¬ 
ous classes of telephone service other than was 
determined by the old committee of the Board 
of Trade (which agreement was to determine 
the rate for a term of three years) in its report 
submitted to the Board of Directors of the 
Board of Trade September 4, I9U7, nor have we 
found any discrimination as between patrons 
except that the increase in rates allowed by the 
l old committee was not made by the telephone 
company to apply to all patrons at the same 
time, for the reason, as stated by the company, 
that there were outstanding contracts between 
the company and its patrons which expired at 
different times, and for the further reason that 
it was not feasible for the company to at once 
so alter its rules as to make the new rates apply 
to all patrons at the same date. 

In regard to whether the rates determined 
upon by the old tommittce, under the agree¬ 
ment entered into between the Board of Di¬ 
rectors and the Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph Company in April, 1907, are fair and 
reasonable. you( committee have only to say 
that the old committee appears to have made a 
most thorough investigation of the whole sub¬ 
ject, their inquiry extending through five 
months, during which time they held sixteen 
meetings; had before them for interrogation of¬ 
ficers and employes of the Telephone Company, 
and others, and the assistance of a high-grade, 
expert accountant employed by the committee, 
and we have nothing before us on which we 
can base an opinion that the old committee 
erred in its conclusion. 

Your committee desires to call your atten¬ 
tion to the fact that under the agreement with 
the Telephone Company, the rates fixed by tht 
old committee were to stand for three year* 
from July 1, 1907, and that about one-hall c? 
that time has now expired. If at the expiration 
of the full period of three years it is found that 
the profits of the Telephone Company, after 
careful and economical conducting of its busi¬ 
ness, have been greater than should be allowed, 
the rates and charge for the future can be intel¬ 
ligently adjusted. 

We ask that this report be received and 
filed, and that the committee be discharged.

The Philippine free trade provision 
which was considerably elaborated by the 
Senate, provide!! for the free Importation 
of all articles "the growth, or product of, 
or manufactured in the Phllpplne Islands 
from material the growth or product of 
the Philippine Islands or the United 
States, or both, or which do not contain 
foreign materials to ihe value of more 
than 20 per cent, of their total value." 

Klee la tiie only exception to the free 
provisions, but restrictions are placed 
upon sugar and tobacco. The free Im¬ 
portation of sugar la limited to 300,000 tons 
a year. On wrapped and filler tobacco 
when mixed the annual limitation is 300.- 
00O pounds, on filler tobacco 1,000,000 
pounds, and on cigars 150.000.000. 

• • • 

Additional Duties. 


A provision Is Included In the bill which 
levies on all articles upon which any for¬ 
eign country pays a bounty or grant upon 
Its exportation, an additional duty equal 
to the amount of such bounty. 

It is required that all Imported articles 
capable of being marked without impair¬ 
ment of their value shall be stamped with 
the name of the manufacturer and the 
country of origin. An elaborate provision 
for the administration of the customs 
laws was adopted by the conferees. It Is 
practically the same as that adopted by 
the Senate. It is Intended to prevent un¬ 
dervaluation of articles on which there Is 
no foreign market by which true values 
may be ascertained. 

Provision is made for the establishment 
of a Customs Court of Appeal*, with 
headquarters In Washington. It will com¬ 
prise a Presiding Judge and four Asso¬ 
ciate Judges, at salaries of 110,000 a year. 
There are to be appointed to conduct 
Government cases before this court a 
Special Assistant Attorney General at 
110,000. a Deputy Assistant Attorney Gen¬ 
eral at $7,500, and four attorneys at $5,000 
each. 

The Internal revenue tax on tobacco Is 
amended, making the rates on chewing 
and smoking tobacco eight cents a pound. 
No change was mode In the lax on 
cigars, except those weighing under three 
pounds per thousand, which ware In¬ 
creased from fifty-four to seventy-five 
cents a thousand The rates on cigarettes 
ware Increased to $1.25 per thousand. A 
prohibition against the use of coupons or 
special gift pledge* Is incorporated in the 
new law.

• Washington, July 30.—When Ma¬ 

jority Leader Payne, head of the House 
^gpfc^^$>nferee« on the tariff bill which bears 
f his name, rose In the House to-day to 

present the report of the conference 
committee of the two houses on the bill, 
the measure had been In conference for 
Just three weeks. 

Proceeding on the theory* that the 
bill marks a general downward tenden¬ 
cy from present rates of duty, Mr. 
Payne presented, but did not read, an 
exhaustive analysis of Its provisions. 
This stateipent, he said, had been pre¬ 
pared by himself, and ho asked to have 
It printed as an official document. 
There was objection, however, from the 
Democratic side and the printing was 
prevented for the time. In this state¬ 
ment Mr. Payne undertook to show that 
there had been a marked decrease In 
the rates on the necessaries of Ufo, 
while admitting that there had been 
an increase on some of the luxuries. 

Probably the most marked reductions 
throughout any schedule in the bill u» 
a result of the action of the two house® 
and of the conference committee are 
found Ill the metal schedule. Begin¬ 
ning with a decrease In the rate of Iron 
ore from forty to fifteen cents per ton, 
there Is a general reduction throughout 
that portion of tho bill, pig iron going 
down from $4 to $2.50 per ton and^crap 
Iron from $4 to $1- 
The reduction, on many of the Items 
In this .schedule amounts to about 50 
per ceaL. and this reduction Includes 
steels rails. There Is an increase on 
structural steel ready for use ajid 
also a slight Increase on razors, nip¬ 
pers and pliers and on such new metals 
us tungsten.

Free Hides. 


Rough lumber goes down from $3 to 
$1.26 per thousand feet, with a corre¬ 
sponding reduction In the differential 
on dressed lumber. 

The wool schedule underwent no 
change of consequence, but the enure 
cotton schedule was reconstructed and 
the phraseology greatly changed In the 
hope of preventing reductions through 
decisions by the courts such as have 
characterized the administration of the 
Dtngley law during later years. In 
many Instances tho rates intended to 
be imposed by the Dingley law were 
cut by these decisions, the reductions 
in some instances being from 60 per 
cent, to 8 per cent, ad valorem. It Is 
estimated that the rates fixed by the 
bill axe about 3 per cent, higher upon 
an average than those collected upon 
cottons lust year. # # # 

Stocking Rates. 


Hides of oat tie come in frc« and there Is 
a corresponding reduction on leather and 
leather goods. The House rates are prac¬ 
tically retained on sole leather, leather 
for uppers, boots and shoes and harness, 
but th* free hide provision Is based on 
the condition that on and after October 
1. L9G0. sole leather from the hides that 
are to be admitted freo will pay a duty 
of 5 per cent.; grain. buff and split leather 
m per cent.; boots and shoes, the upper 
leather of which Is made from such hides. 

10 per cent.; harness and s&ddlery. 20 per 
cent. 

This schedule of rates will reap It in a 
reduction of 15 per cent, on boots and 
shoes, 2o per cent, on harness and sad¬ 
dlery, 15 per cent, on sole leather and 
124 per cent, on leather for uppers, tf 
made of the hides that are put on the 
free list. 

Bituminous coal is reduced from 47 cents 
per ton to 45 cents and there Is also a 
reduction on gunpowder, matches and 
cartridges. Agricultural Implements go 
off from 30 per cent, ad valorem to 15 per 
coot, and the older works of art aro 
placed upon the free list. 

Petroleum, which received much stten- E 
tlon In both houses, slips through with- 1 
out any duty, countervailing or otherwise 
and most of its products come under the 
same terms.

Free Binding Twine. 


Binding twin© la retained on the free 
list. Cotton ties are made <1 tillable at 
three^tenths of a cent per pound and cot¬ 
ton bagging at six-tenths of a cent per 
square yard. On quebracho, the tanning 
extract, for a stiff duty on which Senator 
Daniel mode such a strenuous fignt, the 
House rates of one-half and three-quar¬ 
ters of a cent per pound war* retained, 
which Is aJmom. all the Virginia Senator 
asked. 

The customs court was retained, and 
Its headquarters fixed In Washington. 

The principal difficulty In the way of a 
clearly detailed comparison between the 
present so-called Dingley law and tho 
new bill lies in the fact that in most of 
Uio more Important and sharply contested 
provisions and schedules, a radical rear¬ 
rangement of classification, and a shift¬ 
ing from specific to Ad valorem duties, 
leave few common terms for comparison. 
• • • 

Payne Analyzes Bill. 


Th© provision granting farmers the 
free sale of leaf tobacco places a restric¬ 
tion on the retail dealer which requires 
him to record every sale amounting to 
two pounds or more to one person In one 
day A number of other ironclad require¬ 
ments are Included In the redraft of thia 
section adopted by Lhe Conference Com¬ 
mittee, by which K was intended to pre¬ 
vent any frauds upon the Internal reve¬ 
nues and at the same Umo give as much 
of a local market as possible to the to¬ 
bacco grower. The grower had contend¬ 
ed for unrestricted sale of amounts up to 
ten pounds. 

Foreign-built yachts are subjected to an 
excise tax of $7 per gross ton, which Is 
to be collected annually on the first day 
of September. In lieu of the excise tax 
the owner of a foreign-built yacht or 
pleasure boat may pay a duty of 35 per 
cent. *d valorem on his yacht. This will 
entitle him to American registry. The ex¬ 
cise tax provision was adopted because 
of the fact that some question had been 
raised about the ability of the Govern¬ 
ment to enforce colleotlon of Import du¬ 
ties. 

Every corporation. Joint stock company 
or association organised for profit and 
everv Insurance company is required to 
pay annually an excise tax of 1 per cent, 
upon Its entire net Income over and 
above $5,000. This feature was put Into 
the bin to raise additional revenues to 
apply on the Treasury deficit. The sec¬ 
tion was prepared by Attorney General 
Wlckersham. assisted by other able law¬ 
yers In the administrative circle, and 
great care was taken to guard against 
double taxation.

Corporation Revenue. 




Tho rate® on cotton hosiery aro gen¬ 
erally Increased. In the much con¬ 
tested matter of the rate on 
sieves the high protectionists fail 
to score. They sought, through an In¬ 
crease mad© by the House, to rolt*j the 
duty materially above the Dingley figures, 
but were antagonized by th© Senate, and 
the Senate won, the only change tnaau In 
the enure schedule befcg one slight re¬ 
duction. . . 

The silk schedule was reconstructed 
with o view of imposing specific rather 
than ad valorem duties, with the result 
that the average duty will be somewhat 
higher under the new law than under the 
present statute. 

Flax, Hemp and Jute. 


Oilcloths and Uneoleum are heavily ctit, 
but otherwise the changes in the flax, 
hemp sod Jute provision were not ma¬ 
terial. A slightly increased duly Is pro¬ 
vided for hemp, both crude and hackled, 
and also on certain high grade laces. On 
linen, yarns and mattings there is a re¬ 
duction. Sugar and tobacco duties remain 
substantially as they are under the Ding- 
Icy law. The free importation of consid¬ 
erable Quantities of both of these articles 
from the Philippine Islands afe permitted.

Mr. Payne's statement comprised an 
analysis of the bill, showing both the In¬ 
creases and the decreases, but this de¬ 
tailed presentation was preceded by a 
general summary In which he undertook 
to show the extent of revenue Increase* 
and decreases according to schedule. Ac¬ 
cording to this showing tho total In¬ 
creases were on Importations valued at 
$X52,5Ll.o25, and the total decreases on 
Importations arnounlng to $4,978.LL’. 124. 

In this preliminary statement, Mr. 
Payne said that he had made an investi¬ 
gation Paced on lhe census returns of 
lsui. showing the amount of domestic con¬ 
sumption or articles upon which duties 
have been lowered by the bill as finally 
reported from the conference committee. 
This had been done because comparisons 
have been made based upon the amount 
of importations, he said 

"Duties,** he feald. **have been lowered 
where they were too high under the pres¬ 
ent law. sometimes prohibitive in charac¬ 
ter and for that reason the importations 
were comparatively small. On the other 
hand, they have been raided In some In¬ 
stance* where the tan IT was Insufficient 
for protection and tli© Importations were 
very great." 

Mr. Payne gave assurance that “In pre¬ 
paring the table, printed elsewhere, the 
exports had used all of the available In¬ 
formation from th© census office and oth¬ 
er sources. 

"But all of these." he< said, "axe not 
sufficient to present the total consumption 
of either class of articles. If the totAl 
amount of consumption were available 
the contrast between the amount of goods 
on which duties were lowered and those 
Increased would be still more striking." 

Taking up the schedules In their order, 
he gave first, the Increases and then the 
decreases. Th«* figures. In all cases, were 
comparisons with the Dingley law. 

Practically all the administrative feat¬ 
ures of the bill whlcn were adopted In 
the Senate wore accepted by the con 
fereea. They Include a new maximum 
and minimum feature, a corporation tax 
law instead of the Inheritance tax adopt¬ 
ed by the House, authorization for a bond 
Issue to raise money to build the Panama 
canal as well as numerous other features. 

The maximum and minimum provision 
prescribes duties in accordant© with the 
rate* named In the - dutiable list until 


there Is also an increase on lemons, figs, 
aimondr* and pineapples.

When he finds 
that this condition exists he Is to Issue 
a proclamation putting In elYocl the mini¬ 
mum rates, and until the lime of th© 
proclamation the maximum ratea will ap¬ 
ply.

Authority For President, 


Tho President is empowered to employ 
such persons as may b© required tq se¬ 
cure Information to assist the President 
In the discharge of the duties Imposed 
upon him and Information which will be 
useful to the officers of lhe Government 
In the administration of the customs laws. 
The reciprocity treaty with Cuba Is not 
affected by the maximum and minimum 
provision. 

The President is empowered also to ab 
regate these reciprocity treaties which 
can be determined by dipUuruMAn acUoo. It

The Metal Schedule. 


It provides a form of publicity which 

ill enable the Government to exercise 
supervision over corporations The form 
of returns which must be made by cor¬ 
porations and other features of the cor¬ 
poration tax law wore mado public In de¬ 
tail during its consideration In the Sen¬ 
ate It Is estimated that from $20,000,000 
to $30,000,000 a year will be collected un¬ 
der this new form of Federal taxation. 

The Secretary of the Treasury Is au¬ 
thorised to Issue Panama Canal bonds to 
the amount of $290,559,000. which sum, 
together with that already expended, 
equals the estimated cost of th© Panama 
canal. It Is not Intended that the bonds 
shall be Issued excopt as needed to pro¬ 
vide money to carry on the work of canal 
construction. The bonds are to he pay¬ 
able fifty years from the date of Issue, 
and will bear Interest at a rate not ex¬ 
ceeding 3 per cent. When the bonds are 
sold the Secretary of the Treasury will 
restore to the working balance the $«».- 
000.000 paid originally for the canal prop¬ 
erty and the Canal Zone. 

The re-enactment of the provision au¬ 
thorizing the Issuance of Treasury certi¬ 
ficates for money borrowed to meet pub¬ 
lic expenditures. Increases the amount of 
the Authorization from $100,000,000 to $20o.- 
000.000. A large number of other provisions 
that are In force under the existing tariff 
law are Included in the conference bill 
with a few changes in phraseology in 
several cases. 

The drawback provision of the Dingley 
law is Incorporated In the conference bill 
In lieu of the drawback of the House bill 
which Intended to permit the substitution 
of domestic material In the manufactured 
articles for export to the same quantity 
that the Imported material, upon which a 
drawback was obtainable, was lined in 
the manufacture of similar article* for 
domestic consumption. An additional 
provision was adopted entitling users of 
domestic alcohol In the manufacture of 
perfumery and cosmetics to secure a 
drawback of Internal revenue tax to the 
amount of Alcohol used in an exported 
article.

In the lumber schedule the only In¬ 
crease* were those on shingles from 30 
cents to &<> cents per thousand, and on 
briarwood and laurelwood for the use of 
pip© makers from the free list to 15 per 
cent ad valorem. The rate on sawed 
lumber was decreased from $2 per thou¬ 
sand to $1.25 per thousand.

ject, pleased all the 
progressive thinkers and many of 
the crystallised ones by the wri. 
He says that society and relig¬ 
ion must tfe readjusted When 
the confitet between science and 
religion took plan?, when Baoon a«;d 
Galileo were considered criminals, the 
question was quieted, not settled, by 
dividing religion and science. Then the 
theory of ©volution roua?d the thu?id-*rj 
of the church and was deemed a wlckvJ 
snare of a very' personal devil. Tfce 
speaker said that in th© memory of 
some of his listeners there was a time 
when a speaker would not have dared 
ta proclaim belief in evolution from a 
.Chautauqua jlatform. That was the 
, day of dogma. Since then theology has 
realized that it must conform with the 
laws that have been found to govern 
all society. The words of Christ have 
vitality because we rend into them the 
things applicable to modern social con¬ 
ditions. We have thus learned to ro- 
Msnt the idea of rendering social nerv- 
Ice for the single reason that it makes 
us happier. 

It Is tho fashion to say that theology 
is disappearing. “As long as human 
nature persists, so long will theology, 
the conception of life with relation to 
its mysteries, persist, though some 
theologies have lost their vital sig¬ 
nificance." The speaker made It pWri 
that he did not mean there was no dif¬ 
ference between the sacred and the sec¬ 
ular. but that the secular must be en¬ 
larged to include the sacred. In for¬ 
mer days preachers mode science and 
religion to order, and then reconciled 
tb*m. There are still some of that class 
still some persons that “gain ethical 
stimulus from such doctrines as infant 
damnation.** Creeds are useful only 
as they are adjustable to human ex¬ 
perience.** We are trying to return to 
the simple teachtng of Christ, regarding 
the poor as our brothers, havlngemerg- 
ed from the notion which regarded the 
poor as on ethical and religious g> m - 
naslum for the well-to-do to exercise 
the Christian virtues upon. Our theol¬ 
ogy has been IndivIduaJlstlo since the 
Reformation, conditioned by our na¬ 
tional life, with its demands of individ¬ 
ualism wherein every man has to look 
out for himself.** . _

and Miss Leech. Tuesday morn¬ 
ing Miss Carolyn Leech headed the pro¬ 
gramme with & paper on “Love and 
Care of Animal a** Miss. Leech ex¬ 
plained that the problems in a stock 
farm community like Kentucky were 
different from those to be faced where 
animals only served for transportation. 
Her paper was brilliant, witty and. 
above all, practical. She convulsed her 
audience with her anecdote of a negro 
she saw beating n mule with a plank 
On her remonstrating ho said: “I never 
thought this yen? mule had no feeling*, 
lady; 1 cort'ny Is gwine to present 
you with this plank.” 

Mrs. Jamas A. Leech followed with 
a report of the work done during the 
past year bv the Outdoor Art League of 
Louisville exhorting her hearers to add 
In son.e way to the beauty of the 
world. Her recommendations for form¬ 
ing improvement leagues were concise, 
her advice showing the result of ex¬ 
perience both wide and varied. Hhe 
read as an example of a model 
three-minute report, that published by 
the Courier-Journal during the Owens¬ 
boro Federation meeting. Her account 
of the “Cleantng-up Days in Louisville” 
was a lesson In successful club work. 
The Louisville women had the hearty 
co-opomtion of the society officials and 
the public press, and she paid a grace¬ 
ful tribute to both. Mrs Leech has 
never appeared to better advantage nr 
made a better speech. As president of 
the Kentucky Federation of Women’s 
Clubs her opportunity for public In¬ 
fluence during the coining year will tv- 
enhanced fourfold. At the conclusion 
of her address the many members of 
the various clubs represented in hei 
audience crowded eagerly around her 
to ask advice about forming leagues in 1 
their own communities, a fact proving 
the immediate practical results of work 
such as the Louisville organization has 
accomplished during the past year.

Both should come 
together. The church must educate Its 
men In the new social morality; the so¬ 
cial worker must pursue his task with 
religious inspiration If he in to realist’ 
tho possibility of developing the spirit.

Orphan asylums 
^ reve °t aro founded and 

Orphanage. conducted upon 

principles that are 
altogether wrong, was the conclusion 
of many of tho audience that listened 
to the noted charity worker, Homer 
Folks, the secretary of the New York 
State Charities Aid Association. There 
is a city in New York that spends 
more than $100,000 a year on Its or¬ 
phan aylum. on amount so dispropor¬ 
tionate U> its population that an inves¬ 
tigation was made. More than 62 per 
cent, of the children had been made 
parentless by tuberculosis, yet the city 
was spending only'$6,000 a year to pre¬ 
vent that disease! “This would be 
ridiculous if it were not so tragic.” said 
the speaker. He advocated reversing 
tho prt)ce<lure and comparing the re¬ 
sult. predicting that U could wipe tu¬ 
berculosis out in two generations, and 
notably reduce Its number of orphans. 

In most Instances Mr. Folks found 
that the institutions overshadowed the 
child. A visitor la shown the laundry, 
lh‘* garden, the building and the great 
copper boiler, said to be the Largest in 
the country. ’’If you are a director 
don’t be a dummy.” Try to get the 
child again Into focus, was his advice, 
but do not try to rpn the Institution, 
no committee can manage an institu¬ 
tion. All U can do la to And and keep 
a g«»od superintendent to do the execu¬ 
tive work. 

He urged the adoption of children in 
the home. ’’There are more childless 
homes than homeless children.** And 
these children If taken early enough 
make good citizens. He quoted many 
Instances to prove this, giving some of 
the greatest names In history. 

Paying his respects to the probation 
officer, the speaker said: 

’’The man who has all the qualities 
that would make H possible for him 
to be a good and successful bishop can 
be a good probation officer and nothing 
less will do. He urged that poor wid¬ 
ows be allowed to keep their children 
and that the money be given them 
which the institution would otherwise 
spend upon tho child.

Innings on Wednes¬ 
day when this 
speaker fold of the 
work being done In her native State of 
Louisiana. This State is ranked next 
to the State of Washington In the 
country's forestry obligations, and. In 
telling of the work done, another Im¬ 
pressive plea for the preservation of 
tho forests found utterance. Impressed 
by the fearful picture of the country 
In a short time if the present ruthless 
destruction Is permitted. Mrs. Wilkin¬ 
son made the statement that the boll 
weevil never entered Texas until after 
the birds had become scarce from lack 
of tree*, to shelter them. She made 
the startling statement that unless 
something were done quickly. In flve 
years tho White Mountains would be 
bare. Ccmlng nearer home, she said 
that the amount of soil washed into 
the ocean every year by the Mississippi 
Rivet and Us tributaries was estimat¬ 
ed at a Wlllon tons. 

The d emission which followed this 
address was conducted by Mrs. Ham¬ 
ilton Duy. of Chautauqua, who called 
forestry "the yardstick by which civ¬ 
ilization is measured.”

A plea for the 
Mrs. Frank preservation of the 

Chapin Bray. beauties of Chau¬ 
tauqua. was made 
l.v Mrs. Bray, president of the Village 
Imphoteiflt nt Association, on Thurs¬ 
day morning at the Hall of Philosophy. 
She dewc»<bed the wealth of rare ferns, 
orchids and wild flowers Indigenous to 
this part of the country, and urged the 
necessity of having the yard planting 
In keeping with the natural surround¬ 
ing*. Quite recently children were seen 
ruthlessly destroying the beautiful and 
luxuriant growth of the groves thut 
give variety to Chautauqua’s crowded 
streets, some of them taking away 
bushel baskets of this growth to be of 
service to no one. When remonstrated 
with they said: ’’But wc an* not pull¬ 
ing th.'m up by the roots,” showing, at 
least, a slight trace of conscience. 
Now the flat has gone forth that no 
wild flowers or ferns are to b«? cut on 
the grounds, and Chautauqua will be 
benefited.

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An excellent little book containing 
addresses delivered before •the senior 
class of the Sheffield Scientific School, 
Yule University, Messrs. Ripley Hitch¬ 
cock. Edward D. Page, Henry' Holt, 
Edward Bcmis and several other men 
of commercial experience contributed 
the lectures. Among the pertinent 
themes they discussed are Competition, 
Production, Credit and Banking. Pub¬ 
lic Service. Corporate and Other 
Trusts, 

The pervading tone of the book Is 
a combination of vigorous optimism 
with consistent Idealism. These busi¬ 
ness men go off into no vagaries of 
hope or dream. They recognize that 
in American trade things have been 
pretty bad; that graft, materialism, 
lust for gold and similar vices on a 
large scale, have permeated our trade 
and our politics. Yet by no means will 
they grunt that the evil has been 
deadly. On the contrary, they seem 
to think that active remedial elements 
are at work jin abundance sufficient to 
give hope to the tnellorlst. 

Mr Pages Morals of Trade In the 
Making contains a few wise sugges¬ 
tions. Among others is his hint to 
further the cause of general morality 
by' sor^rvg up Honor limtesd of law as 
a standard of dqty in public as well 
as private relations—^“to make the 
legal conditions surrounding business 
life such that by reason of their di¬ 
vergence from the HK*ral sentiment of 
the community, human nature shall not 
be tempted beyond its strength.’’ 

Mr Alger's essay on Production is 
a valiant appeal for solid qualities os 
foundation for business success. We 
aro losing, he thinks, our discreditable 
admiration for shrewdness Implied by 
the word smartness. Meantime he ob¬ 
serves a growing tendency to build 
American business on a moral frame¬ 
work. "on principles that recognize 
character as the great oasis of credit 
and approximation to the Golden Uulo 
os an essential port of the name of 
the house.” 

Mr. Alger also thinks the social ef¬ 
fort for moral evolution may be helped 
if merit Is praised as energetically a* 
corruption Is “muck-raked.” Hu refers 
to a glass factory In the Enst which 
was the only one in Its. vicinity that 
did not work little children at night. 
Now, says he. If the country had rung 
with this model factory'* praise It 
would have been more stimulating to 
generul well-doing than the 
denunciation with which the opposite 
state of affairs was visited.—"organ¬ 
ized society ought to be on the side of 
our friend, the bottle man. That he 
was able to live In competition with' 
his chi Id-ex plotting rivals was entirely 
to his credit, not at all to ours. New 
Jersey still thinks It proper that chil¬ 
dren of 14 should work all night long 
In the gloss factories.” 

Mr. Bemis’ article on Public Serv¬ 
ice ls suggestive. It Is general In Its 
significance, though especially ad¬ 
dressed to the engineers In the Sheffield 
School to whom It was directed. Much 
remains to be done for public service. 
Insists Mr. Bemis, in demanding a high 
grade of engineers who occupy so re¬ 
sponsible a place In the public body. 
We are still Ignorant, claims the lec¬ 
turer. of the Importance of the neces¬ 
sity for superior work along these lines 
of engineering. Mr. Bemis also takes 
up the subject of administration and la 
quite as vigorous in his denunciations 
of spoils systems, uncertainty of ten¬ 
ure, lack of Intelligence, patriotism 
and civic pride. He challenges the 
young men about to leave college to 
realize that it is the part of a patriot 
and of a Christian to take a share in 
the nomination And election of proper 
candidates, and In every endeavor to 
bring about high Ideals of public serv¬ 
ice.

Charles W. Eliot. 
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Tlilz volume about a man of large 
achievement is a translation by Dr. 
Boo^che. of Harvard, of Dr. Kuehno- 
mann’s essay written for a Berlin 
magazine. The essay was designed as 
a homage from Germany to President 
Eliot on his retirement, and Ls at once 
a brief biography of the great edu¬ 
cator and a sketch of the University 
of Harvard under Eliot's administra¬ 
tion. 

For that matter tho whole trend of 
American education has been influ¬ 
enced by President Eliot, so Dr. Kueh- 
nemann records thli. too. He indi¬ 
cates how Harvard assumed the lead¬ 
ership nnd created the standard for all 
other universities, enthroning. In the 
place of utilitarian conceptions/ Ideals 
of seriousness and depths of acquisi¬ 
tion. And this was achieved pre-emi¬ 
nently, holds the autfhoc, by the intro¬ 
duction of the spirit of liberty in place 
of traditional lifeless routine. Dr. 
Kuehnemann presents Charles W. Eliot 
as Just the great organizer, adminis¬ 
trator. the "statesman of education,” a 
"statesman of Intellectuality and true 
culture," needed to Infuse a new spirit 
of independence, seriousness, unity, 
into the institution. 

Courage, incessant laborious persua¬ 
sion. direct and Indefatigable personal 
endeavor nnd supervision, breadth of 
vision that looked beyond the present* 
these are soma of the elements Presi¬ 
dent Eilot ls said to have kept In ac¬ 
tive play In order to accomplish hts 
great nim*. This aim. the biographer 
declares, passed t«eyond the univer¬ 
sity’s precincts. "Thus we see that 
Eliot's whole thought 1* directed at 
constructing all methods of universal 
democratic education. What is needed 
Is to permeate the whole people in all 
its various members with the quicken¬ 
ing leaven of every Imaginable variety 
' education.” So it can be seen 


of 


Eliot’s philosophy Is not merely educa¬ 
tional In a constricted sense, but Is 
social—the philosophy of American 
democracy. 

Not such a pre-eminent thinker as 
Goethe, Kanin, Plato, or similar men 
who vitalized thought outside their na¬ 
tion and generation ls Eliot, says his 
biographer in Anal summary. "He be¬ 
longs essentially to America.” As a 
great democrat In the highest mean¬ 
ing of the term, a* a great moral force, 
he makes claim to his people’s lasting 
reverence—"without Federal or State 
office ho has been a force in national 
life wholly and only through the moral 
power which he represents. And per¬ 
haps this is the highest glory of Ameri¬ 
ca that here, probably more than any¬ 
where, It ls only the purely moral 
forces that gain people's confidence 
and command success.”

J Pierre Loti, French Orientalist, 
Who Was Received By the 
Queen At Buckingham Poises 
and Was a Guest At American 
Embassy Dinner, Lives In the 
Atmosphere of the East and 
Has a Real Mosque In His 
House At Paris—Meredith 
Stories 8bow An Unexpected 
Snobbish Side To the Late J. 
Author's Character—Trio of- j; 
don Newspaper Peers Soon To 2 
Be Pilled Up Again. 7 
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[From a Staff Correspondent.) 

L ONDON. July 14.--Probably no 
French writer Is better known 
to English and American read 
ers than Pierre Loti, or to give 
him his full name and rank. Capt. 
Louis Marie Julicn Viaud of the French 
navy. The author of "Madame Chry- 
santheme" and “Japonneriea d’Au- 
torame” Is no lover of English rule 
in the Orient, but he has been the lion 
of the hour during hit visit to this 
country during the last week. 

He was a guest last Friday at the 
dinner for tho King »id Queen given 
at the American Emoassy. and on the 
following day he had the unusual 
honor of being received by the Queen 
at Buckingham Palace. 

It may come as a surprise to those 
who are familiar with the extremely 
modern and exotic character of Loti’s 
writings to hear thot he Is a great ad¬ 
mirer of Shakespeare. He Is a humble 
follow’er of the Bard of Avon, however, 
and a few years ago he produced In 
Paris a French adaptation of “King 
Lear," which. It I* said, ls quite one of 
the best translations of England’s 1m 
mortal dramatist in any foreign lan¬ 
guage. ’ During his stay In England he 
made a pilgrimage to Ftratford-on- 
Avon and ♦♦xamined with keen Interest 
all the Bhakvspvare relics there. 

At home In France Loti steeps him¬ 
self in Orientalism He spends his 
days wrapped In the costume of an 
Arab either writing or admiring the 
wonderful collection of Oriental fuml 
turu and art treasures which he has 
henped up In his house at Rochefort. 
The house contains an Indian room, 
gloomy with the solemn figures of thi- 
gods of that country; an Arabian room 
rich with divans and cool with foun¬ 
tains, and above all a mosque—a real, 
miniature mosque, where Loti spends 
hours stretched on a*i Eastern rug. in 
the study of the Koran. The mosque 
is on the roof of the house nnd every 
stone which entered into Its construe 
lion was brought by Loti from Moroc 
co. After it had been conetruct»*d Loti 
dlpcovered that It looked on a wall and 
the roof of his neighbor’* house Instead 
of permitting a clear view of the heav 
cm* as demanded by the ritual. Loti 
at once had It demolished and rebuilt 
facing the right way. 

Ed warn Clodd, who was Meredith’s 
lifelong friend, ha* been ttdllng some 
Interesting stories about him which 
have not been published heretofore. 
There has always been more or less 
mystery' about Meredith’s birthplace 
and parentage and for some reason he 
was always averse to talking about hJs 
origin. 

“It happened," says Mr. Clodd. "that 
I was staying with him on the night 
when the last census was tak*»n, March 
31, 1901. He expressed satisfaction that 
I was there to wive him the labor of 
filling In the details, and when these, 
so for a* the servants were concerned, 
were duly entered, he was asked where 
he tvas born.

Imperial Defense. 

Tho value of the psychological mo¬ 
ment Is thoroughly well understood In 
Great Britain. When, way back In 
April. Mr. LJoyd-George presented his 
| budget proposals and was thereupon as¬ 
sailed by an army of critics, amateur 
and professional; when & war scare of 
generous proportions gave to John Bull 
one long and strong and shuddering 
[ spasm of fright; when the British Em¬ 
pire seemed to have abdicated Its dig¬ 
nity anl surrendered Its sense of pro¬ 
portion, he refused to vary hla pro¬ 
gramme of naval construction, ade- 
I quale, he declared, and burdensome 
enough. 

Tha danger to the Government of so 
widespread and well-nurtured a scare 
was faced and surmounted, and the 
fiscal proposals, revolutionary In their 
communistic scope, were left to take 
care eg themselves without tho adven¬ 
titious aid of a national nightmare. 
Hotv they fared Is matter of history. 
Even as Von Buelow^ln Germany and 
CallloAix In France, so the English 
Chancellor has found his scheme of 
taxation held up In a House where his 
normal majority approaches two hun¬ 
dred, the House of Lords, attacked In 
Us dearest privileges, seriously consid¬ 
ering amending the budget and thereby 
deliberately committing a * breach of 
that unwritten law of tradition and 
prescription more binding than many 
stututes. Fiscal measures cannot orig¬ 
inate with the Peers, nor, so says cus¬ 
tom. may they amend them, though. If 
they care to take the risk, thoy may 
reject them en bloc. But, when they 
do, they unchain the elements of dig¬ 
ger, and precipitate an angry dlscus- 
t to their usefulness In which the 
f'end* Is more frequently heard 
Its colleag^te, "amend." 
the meantime, however, Great 
lln has been taking stock; she has 
counting noses as well as count- 
' costs; considering her blessings no 
Hess than her burdens. And the not re¬

As An object lesson of 
solidarity following t mired Id :elj on 
Britain's amaslng display of strength 
In the Thames, Its value to the 
timid burghers Is of dramatic time¬ 
liness; they it Is. rat ter than the 
well-posted Powers of he continent, 
who need to touch to the end that they 
may believe. 

What Is lacking I* ar Tganixatlon 
that rnay profit by this uurlotlsm and 
turn tho spirit of unl'V v> accounL 
Some, Mr. Chamberlain prominent 
among them, would knit the empire 
closer by mutual trade preferences. 
That policy does not appeal to Mr. 
Asquith's Government, and will not 
come to a hearing at this time. But 
practical results may bo looked for, and 
tho political significance of the con¬ 
ference cannot well be exaggerated. A a 
an earnest of solidarity and a promise 
of service the meetings are of rare 
Impressiveness. 


Unrest In India- 

The assassination of Sir William 
Hutt Curson Wyllto at a social guth 
erlng In London, by an Indian studonL 
lias set the press of London by the 
cars. It seems curious at this distance 
from India and from London, that there 
should be any differences of oplnloh 
as to the murder havlng^Jjeen purely 
political. 

Tho British seem to be unwilling to 
admit that the much-talkod-of "un¬ 
rest." centering chiefly In the province 
of Bengal, has any {(biltical significance. 
But It hus continued for a long time. 
Its manifestations have been so uni 
form, that the rest of the world Is 
forced to tho conclusion that there Is 
a good deal behind the assassinations 
and atU'jppml assassinations, although 
It may be pretty thoroughly agreed 
that there is little before the misguid¬ 
ed terrorists. It Is perhaps true that 
If the Indiana could free themselves of 
Great Britain the Indian peninsula 
would again become the cock pit of 
Asia, and that Southern India would 
beoome a slaughter-house. The Ben¬ 
galese who are at present producing 
more "babu" agitation than all of the 
rest of India would probably get much 
the worst of the fighting If the pro¬ 
gramme of India for the Indians oould 
be carried out. The present revolution¬ 
ary activities of university graduates 
and studentfl In Calcutta constitute per¬ 
haps nothing more than a butting of 
somewhat Inflated heads against a fair¬ 
ly solid stone waJL JTbe diversity of 
languages and religions, the hatred of 
the Hindu for tbe Mohammedan, tho 
scorn of the warriors of R&jputana and 
the Punjab far the darker and humbler 
and weaker peoples of the South, the 
Influence of the* caste system, the 
thousand and one preventives of solid¬ 
ification that have kept the 400,000.000 
Indians from l»ecomtfjg a race, may 
possibly alwaye operate to make "In¬ 
dia for the Indians** Impossible. This 
does not alter tho fact that the "un¬ 
rest" In Bengal Is a more or less or¬ 
ganised protest against British rule, 
and that the terrorists recently tried at 
Calcutta and the engineering student 
who killed a Lieutenant of Lord Mor- 
ley In London r«present a movement 
against the British. 

The Londoo T*mea declares that the 
crime In Lor:dot is "almost certainly 
political." Some of (he other promi¬ 
nent British journals hold the same 
view. Those wlto are upon the other 
side of the qiretlon surely allow their 
Judgment tc be warped by unwilling¬ 
ness to admit the seriousness of the 
seditious rrvvemenL The Evening 
Standard and UL James Gasette make 
the statement that the British Gov¬ 
ernment* by snapped 1U fingers at 
dangers which It has chosen to mini¬ 
mise," and that "the Nemesis of fail¬ 
ure has waited upon the policy of 
shiftless shuffle hr tween harsh repres¬ 
sion and lenient toleration." This 
criticism Is not without apparent foun¬ 
dation. The question of whether 
harsh repression or a liberal response 
to the demands of the agitators for the 
reformat m** of the Indian Government 
Is the 1 jglcal solution of the problem 
is eusc »pUhl* of discussion* But It 
seems ;»la*n that the people and the 
Govern uent in England have been ex¬ 
ceeding.y *.* w In awakening to the 
fact that .'bare is a real problem to 
be solved, 3 nfl that the "unrest" In 
India is u 'ionised and has definite 
views and alma 

It has been maintained that the only 
sort of a majority the Oriental under¬ 
stands 1< that which compels Implicit 
obedience without giving reasons or 
allowing questions to be asked. It has 
beer* said that he Is happier under 
despot 1-' rtilo than In a quasi-democ¬ 
racy. Quite evidently there la more 
of racial feeling than & mere desire for 
Improvement In the form of govern¬ 
ment behind the anfl-Brltlsh agitation 
In India. The "babu" resents the 
tactic** hauteur of the conquering 
race- the Anglo-Saxon's calm assump¬ 
tion of »u pert art ty—almost as much 
aa he r*-#«nU not having a good op¬ 
portunity to secure a high position in 
the civil *»< rvlce. He resents hls ex¬ 
clusion from an Anglo-Indian club far 
more than the Impoverishment of the 
common people, which he chffrg.s to 
an unfair system of land taxation and 
the enormous expense of maintaining 
military force sufficient to protect a 
•'scientific frontier" at the north of 
^tidla. It is possible that in the event 
of thi success of a movement looking 
po tho gradual elimination of the lord¬ 
ly Briton from civil and military serv- 
uc«.‘ end hls ultimate exclusion from] 
IntTn *I-*re would be less prosperity 
anion* :he 400,000.000 Indians than 
tbtfa Is to-day. It Is quite probable 
that there would be less peace If Groat 
B&tjun were not upon the ground to 
act a* nolle© man within her own terri¬ 


tory and to prevent tbe native Rajahs 
and Maharajahs from bickering with 
one another. But aside from the ques¬ 
tion whether India for the Indians would 
be a success or a possibility, there Is, 
opposed to the policy of taking dicta¬ 
tion from the Indian agitator, tho large 
consideration that IndlA is a consider¬ 
able part of the British Empire and a 
part w'hlch Great Britain cannot afford 
to contemplate relinquishing even 
gradually and In the remote future. 
The question of how the situation In 
India should be handled Is one for 
statesmen to wrestle with, but the 
aoont*r a decision Is reached the bet¬ 
ter for the peace of India and the peace 
of mind of Great Britain. When the 
trials and conviction of a bovy of ter¬ 
rorists In Calcutta are followed by the 
assassination of the right bower of the 
Minister of State for India, In Lon¬ 
don, and when the vernacular press of 
ftidla Is flooded with seditious liter¬ 
ature, dangers which the British Gov¬ 
ernment has "chosen to minimise" 
loom In large dimensions. 


An Improved Ship Subsidy Bill. 

"Wt recall no Instance of willful &n<l 
persistant waste wore striking than that 
of the ship subsidy literary bureau send¬ 
ing matter to this office for publication.— 
LThe Houston Post. 

While so much valuable white paper 
and so much brain sweat and elbow 
grease go Into the waste baskets In 
various newspaper offices, lot us sug¬ 
gest a saner and fairer sldp subsidy 
bill, to which neither Mr. Harriman nor 
any other American ship owner, or 
prospective ship owner, can reasonably 
object- % 

The taxpayers of the United States, 
already smarting from the sting 
of high tariff schedules, are asked to 
allow themselves to be relieved of 
part of their remaining dollars for tho 
benefit of some enterprising gentlemen 
who would like to build up our mer 
chant marine, and fly the stars and 
stripes over the taffuraJI of many good 
•hips In the ports of many lands be¬ 
yond the seas. The public has ex¬ 
hibited a rantankerous aversion to 
passing over the small remainder of Its 
income to these deep-sea patriots. 
That we need a merchant marine Is 
indisputable. The people merely object 
to being robbed from another direction 
in addition to submitting to tbe exist¬ 
ing form of jobbery. 

The great reason—or one of the great 
reasons—why American lines cannot op¬ 
erate ships at a profit. Is that American 
crews are costly. This Is the state¬ 
ment of the gentlemen who would fly 
our flog above the foaming brlno, for 
patriotic and other purposes. A radical 
reduction of tbe tariff upon the mate¬ 
rials that enter into shtp-butiding, 
they contend, would not suffice. They 
must have a subsidy wherewith to foot 
their labor bills. If the taxpayers ard 
to be asked to support another Infant 
Industry they would probably prefer 
knowing how their money Is to be 
spent. How about a ship subsidy bill 
under which the subsidy would go into 
the pockets of the sailors directly T Of 
course. It would not be fair at all to 
tax all of the people to create a scale 
of high wages for deep-sea sailors sign¬ 
ing upon American ships, but It would 
be a little more sensible than dumping 
considerable quantity of gold into 
the bottomless pockets of millionaire 
ship owners and speculating Idly upon 
tbe probability of Its ever reaching the 
pockets of the sailors. How would a 
ship subsidy bill of this kind suit the 
backera of the measure that has failed 
to get through Congress? Such a law 
would doubtless bring into existence 
a large supply of sailormen. But It 
would enrage the existing band of sub¬ 
sidy seekers that has been hanging 
about the lobbies at Washington for 
such a long time, begging for graft. 

The subsidy system has been tried— 
under the name of protection—and 
found unsatisfactory. We have been 
for a long time subsidising the iron 
master, who Is a millionaire, when ft 
would have been no more expensive 
and no more absurd to sub^dlze the 
Iron molder. The Iron masters—with 
a distinguished exception In the person 
of Mr. Canp?g1e. who has mors millions 
than be can count by the use of higher 
mathematics, and can therefore afford 
to be candid—tell us that out of a part 
of the money the consumers have paid 
into their treasuries they have paid 
their employes more than they could 
otherwise have paid them. We arc 
asked to take their word for it. Came 
the Laird o' Skibo to the fore some time 
ago and denied their allegations con¬ 
vincingly. It wdll probably continue to 
grow moro difficult to get Into print 
literature" advocating n form of sub¬ 
sidy which drove Itself out of Congress 
by Its own offensive odor even before 
the popular protest against the older 
forms became a frightening factor In 
the Republican party's problem of ex¬ 
istence. 


A LITERARY MEMORY 


Mj. Charles Neuineyer, of the An- 
zeiger, Upon an Old Gertnam 
Student Song. 


\ CTo the Editor of the Courier-Jo urn a 1.1 
I That famous German topical song 
quoted by you In one of your recent 
editorial* In connection with your gen- 
oral argument against prohibition, has 
Interested mo very much. At school we 
youngsters often used to sing It. and 
I have never forgotten the original text. 
But this is the first time 1 have ever 
seen an English version fully equaling 
the original, both metrically and text¬ 
ual! y. 

Your quotation of the song, "Der 
Papst kfct horrUch in der Welt." re¬ 
minds mo of an Incident with a Liter¬ 
ary' flavor. In 1873. 1 was engaged In 
newspaper work tU Cleveland. O., and 
one day there appeatvd there that fa- 
mouse author and traveler. Bayard 
Taylor, ready to flU a lecture engage¬ 
ment at tl>e old EucLid-avenuo opora- 
Ivouse. If my memory serves me, tho 
subject of hls discourse was to be "The 
Life of FchiUer." My a^gnsnent to 
report Lhe feature was canoelr<d. and 1 
was instructed by my city editor to ob¬ 
tain an interview from the future 
American Ambassador at the Berlin 
court. I asked fur a UlU of particular* 
regarding t he questions of genonal in¬ 
terest it was expected I should take up 
with him and tho s^r,vor wAs: "Ask 
him any old thing." accompanied by a 
sweeping gesture which allowed no mis¬ 
construction. 

Mr. Taylor had retired for a rest from 
a long and fatiguing Journey, but he 
readily consented to receive me when 
made acquainted with the object of 
my visit. I felt very much embar 
rassed, not knowing how to proceed, 
although he seemed to be In a talkative 
and accommodating mood. It so hap¬ 
pened, however, thaj I still carried 
about with mo, hid away In one of my 
coat pockets, the primed text of a 
number of toping songs which the even. 
Ing before had enlivened a social gath¬ 
ering of Gorman societies on the oc 
caaton of some festive event, the na¬ 
ture of which I do not now recall. One 
of these songs was the one you have 
quoted In your editorial. I handed It 
to Mr. Taylor, why glanced over It and 
at once began humming the well-known 
melody, laughing all the while, and as 
curing me that tho text about a hun¬ 
dred years ago had first appeared In one 
of the books used by the students at 
Goettingen when gathered for their 
drinking bouts. Tho collection at that 
time was not printed, but each student 
contributed hls shore, according to hls 
mood and talents, and the whole was 
then copied Into books of convenient 
Mlae. Mr. Taylor did not know the 
author of the song quoted, and to hls 
knowledge It had never been rendered 
into EnglhdL He agreed to my request 
to moke an English translation at hls 
leisure and mail It to me. 

That was exceedingly kind of him. but 
as for me 1 was a&ll without an in¬ 
terview. Suddenly I remembered bav. 
Ing read that what he considered hls 
life work, the translation of Gdotlie s 
Faust, was nearing hls completion. To 
a question he made this reply; "1 have 
completed both parts with the exception 
of the dedicatory stanzas in the first 
part. I uftfure you 1 find It & heart¬ 
breaking task. Within a period cover¬ 
ing at least ten yeans 1 have mode no 
Items than fifty English translations of 
this world-faiftous poem, and I coraldor 
nano af these adequate to tho require- 
tueifi* of the original Goethe \\*aa a 
mooter of veirAfloaUon, and U Is as 
difficult to imitate him ns It h to give 
full expression of hls thoughts In a 
foreign language. However, I hope to 
be through with this soLf-irrwpowod task 
very soon, and the two volumes may 
be ready next year." 

True to, hi* pro mlae. Mr. Taylor sent 
me hls English version of the Jolly lit¬ 
tle song. I rugret to soy, Innvever, that 
it wue disappointing Its versification 
was very elegant, but it lacked that 
spirit of Jollity end abandon characler- 
tatiooUy Vts ohiofoet merit. Ttio trans¬ 
lation published by you reminded me^of 
this IftGe incident of nearly forty years 
ago. The *ong Rsolf, however recall * 
to my mind another song to be found 
In the collection of Persian ballads by 
F. Bodenstedt, a number of years ago 
published under tho title. "Lieder dee 
Mire* Schaffy " 4 

This book is a counterpart of Fltx- 
gorald's Omar t Tha J Jam. Mr. Boden- 
sudl was a visa or In Louisville in 1879. 
when he w as accorded the honor of a 
reception by our Softool Board at their 
meeting chamber. The stanza reads os

Loulevtll*, Ky.. July 80.—In your issfie 
of July 29 there appears an articlo by the 
president of the School Improvement 
League 

The writer, among other things, men¬ 
tions the Increased school per capita for 
the coining year. He does not state the 
amount, but we are reliably Informed that 
It is $4 this year, as against $3 lest 
year. 

Now, the 20 cent county levy amount# 
to $40,000. From this levy deduct $9,090 
for high-school purpose#, '$4,000 due High¬ 
land Park, and $1,300 for county board 
and census expense#. Tlwro Is left for 
all tho county schools 124.8UO. 

There are 9.000 pupils (pcrhnps a few 
more;, according to the Jefferson county 
census. Distributing lift.Soo among 9.000 

f m»Us mean* on additional per capita of 
2.97 to each child, making the total per 
capita for Jefferson county $6 97. 

The statement IS also made Dial the tax¬ 
payers will wl»h to see something "very 
definlto" «t the end of the year ror tl)e 
20 cent levy, or they would "clamor" for a 
repeal. 

It would seem to me that an additional 
$2 97 for each child of the sclvxil age is 
“Something "very definite" for the tax¬ 
payers of thia county to see. and It Is an 
amount, when "dissipated ‘ "on all the 
eclkoola/' would benefit them by lens Liven¬ 
ing the term two months at i*w*t. and 
would enable the teachers to receive a 
fair salary, even in the small districts. 

From this, also, a small sum could be 
set aside for Improvements and other 
necessary expenses.

It Is more than probable that those tax¬ 
payer* In the districts not Included In 
tho consolidated project Would do the 
clamoring for a repeal. If the $tz,$00 Is 
token from them for a consolidated 
school. 

The trustee of a sicb-dlsthlct In one of 
the schools near Louisville states that 
the salary of the two touchers in hls dis¬ 
trict will be reduced from $<U uud $80 per 
month tn $88 and $45 per month, and that 
the term will be •hortened from nine 
months to eight months. If the $12,800 Is 
given for the consolidated schools now. 
This means $190 taken from those teach¬ 
er* and robbing the children of one month.

ALABAMA PROHIBITIONISTS IN¬ 
TRODUCE A RETROACTIVE BILL 
IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


Duo to n combination of causes, the 
price of egg* on the local markets has 
dropped from 20 to 18 cents This 
means that the retail price J* from 20 
to 22 cents. 

The reason lies, to a certain extent. 
In a slight oversupply. Ordinarily the 
egg* could be stored and the price re¬ 
main the same, but rggs at this season 
are not tbe kind that retain their quali¬ 
ties In storage. 

The warm weather also has brought 
about a lower price, as not as many 
eggs are eaten during hot weather At 
this season, too, vegetables and fruits 
are cheap and plentiful, and, If only 
lor variety's sake, egg* arc lert off th • 
menu. In favor of the other articles %£ 
food. 

The low price Is expected to contlnJv 
for severed weeks. 


Montgomery, Ala.. July 30.—That the 
Prohibitionists are going to moke good 
their threat to attempt to close every 
soclul club in the State In which a drop 
of liquor Is held, stored or drunk by 
member* Is disclosed In a bill Intro¬ 
duced In the House to-day. 

This measure not only affects clubs 
already In existence, but would be 
retroactive. It provides that any club 
which permits member* to store liquors, 
cither upon Its premises or even near 
by. for consumption by the member* 
or their guests, is an outlaw organiza¬ 
tion. 

Any new club chartered must sign an 
agreement to obey this law, and those 
now In existence must sign a pledge to 
obey It and file with the Probate Court 
a full list of members and a detailed 
statement of Its workings and what la 
served to members. 

After this, If any member drinks hls 
own liquor or anybody rise's on club 
premises, he becomes In the «ye* of the 
law a keeper of an unlawful drinking 
place and will be prosecuted as such. 

The bill waa referred to the Com¬ 
mittee on Temperance. 

Upon the heels of this club bill, and 
almost before Its reference had been 
announced, the House took up the first 
or, as It Is known, the haxU prohibition 
bill. It provides that liquors contain¬ 
ing more than one-half of 1 per cent, 
of alcohol may' not be made or sold In 
the State.

CLIENT NOT NAMED. 


DARNALL ESTATE TO WIDOW. 


Lexington, Ky.. July 80.—[Special.]— 
A new phase of the waterworks fight 
developed to-day, when Charles H 
Stoll, acting for a client of his whose 
name he dooe not give, offered to fur¬ 
nish tlie money to the city to excrclae 
its option to purchase the water plant, 
pay the city a clean bonus of $200,000 
for the property and accept the Mc¬ 
Dowell contract which the water com¬ 
mission rejected. Mr. Stoll’s com¬ 
munication In full follows: 

Lexington, Ky , July 30. 1900. Hon. John 
Sknin. Mayor. Lexingtou, Ky.—Dear Sir: 
Section 6 of the presstil contract between 
the city and the waterworks company 
read* as follows: • 

"Section 6. The said company agrees 
to give to the city of Lexington the option 
of purchasing the pumps, engines, boilers, 
main*, and all the other machinery anu 
apparatua used in ths construction and 
operation of said waterworks at any time 
after the expiration of five year© from, the 
completion of the same at a price to be 
fixed bv three cotnmlRsionera, one of 
whum is to be appointed by snld City of 
Lexington, one by said company, the 
third to be choaen by those two." 

A client of mine, who Is quite able to 
carry out any contract he makes, author¬ 
ise* me to say that If the city will exer¬ 
cise the option which It now holds under 
the said contract And which It would 
have waived under tho proposed Laxaru* 
agreement, he. for himself und associates, 
anil agree as follows: 

First—He will furnish the money wdth 
which to make the purchase. 

Second—He will pay the city a clear 
net bonus of two hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars ($200,000), and take the benefit of 
the purchase. 

Third—He will then, for himself and 
associates, organise a corporation to ac¬ 
cept the McDowell proposal. and # enter 
mto a contract to supply the city and 
citlscn* with after under Its terms. 

Fourth—The commissioner to be select¬ 
ed by ths city will of course be named by 
mv client. 

If the above proposal meets with the 
approval of yourself, ths General Coun¬ 
cil and citlxan* of Lexington. I shall be 
pleased to meet your attorney an- ar¬ 
range details at any time.

The conferees have 
given us only 45 cent* a tap on coat 
We wanted more than that, hut even 
that is much better than the provision 
In the Pavne bill. Our coal Interests 
In Kentucky will not be Injured very 
much, l hope, by this, certainly not as 
much ns will those In sections of the 
country nearer to Canada.

On the other 
Jiand. then* are many people in the 
country, with strong representation In 
Congress, who are opposed to any duty 
at all on these articles, as well as upon 
the articles I have already mentioned, 
and I hope that the rates ngTced upon 
will not materially injure those Indus¬ 
trie*.

We got a duty of $1.50 
a ton in the House bill on ffuor spar, 
another Importnnt Kentucky industry.

"I voted for free hides and the con¬ 
ferees have placed them upon the free 
list, with corresponding reductions Jn 
the duties on leather product*, w hich l 
think will 1 h> beneficial to the consum¬ 
er. We did not get as much protec¬ 
tion for the hemp Industry as we con¬ 
tended for. but the conference report 
doe* mor»* for that Industry than did 
the Payne bill. So, taking It all In all. 
I am tolerably well satisfied—not Jubi¬ 
lant. of course, but certainly not dis¬ 
appointed enough to Justify me in vot¬ 
ing against ray party** measure, es¬ 
pecially w’hcn the people of the country 
are demanding that we settle these 
questions at once, so that business can 
return to its normal condition*."

Besides conferring with Dr. Baker, 
the representatives from the Shpiby 
county dairymen communicated the 
stand they are going to take to mem¬ 
bers of the Jefferson County Associa¬ 
tion and their attorney. Morton K. 
Yont*. 

Each day moro and more dairymen 
refuse the veterinary* surgeon* the 
right to give their herds the tuberculin 
test. The surgeons rnak** a record of 
such refusals and pass on to more 
rriendly dairymen. 

No lttgnJ steps will be taken to pre¬ 
vent the testing of herds until the 
health officers refuse permits of sale to 
dairymen whose herds have not been 
properly tested. 

It seems that both the health officers 
and the dairymen opposed to therrl are 
waiting for permit* for selling milk to 
be refused to start the real fight. 

"We are waiting for the health offi¬ 
cers to refuse u» permits to sell milk 
before w*e do anything," »ald Mr. Yonts 
yesterday. 

In the meantime the health officers 
are busy Inspecting the herds of dairy¬ 
men who want disease stamped from 
their herds. 

Yesterday the veterinary surgeons 
employed by tho Stile Board of Health 
w»*re busy testing herds in different 
parts of the county.

CONFLICTING STORIES TOLD 


What was a miraculous escape from 
death or serious injury occurred when 
a large roadster automobile containing 
Dr. John J. Shafer, John Plum and 
Joseph Piazza, the latter a school trus¬ 
tee. overturned on Fourth avenue, be¬ 
tween Ormaby avuuue und Oak street, 
at 10:30 o'clock last night, pinning the 
Occupants beneath the heavy chassis.

The machine was throwm 
completely around and Jambed with 
such violence against the curbing that 
It turned over. How h* got from under 
the body of the car Dr. Shafer does 
not know, as the steering wheel was 
smashed clear down over the steering 
point and both were crushed against 
the front seat. 

Directly contrary, A Keptner, 
street car inspector. w T ho w r a» standing 
on the front end of the approaching 
car, stated that the street car was half 
a block distant from the automobile 
at the time of the accident, and could 
no possibly have hit the machine. His 
statement was corroborated by Patrol¬ 
man Aubrey, of the Sixth district police 
station, who was standing at Fourth 
and Ormsby avenues.

the rear of H. Darrlnger’s residence, 
714 East Green street. The launch and 
everything connected with Us equip¬ 
ment was buLlt by the men entirely un¬ 
aided. The names of tho men are John 
Davis, 1524 West Morgan street; H. 
Darrlnger, 714 East Green street; Wil¬ 
liam Schmidt, 20b South First street; 
Selby Bobzeln, 438 South Twentieth 
street, and Paul Rlnke. Jeffersonville, 
Ind. 

Davis, who Is a mechanical drafts¬ 
man. drew the plans of the launch and 
the work was ftarted last September, 
the men working on Sundays and in 
their sptwn minutes. They bought the 
lumber and other necessary materials, 
but determined at the outset that no 
one but them*«]ves should have a hand 
In the erection of the boat, although 
none of them had had any experience 
In that line of work. 

The launch Is 36 Vk feet in length and 
2 feet wide. It Is roofed with five- 
eighths boarding, overlaid with canvaa 
There Is a twenty-four-fc*>t cabin with 
a seating capacity for about thirty-five 
people. It Is upholstered tn Nile green 
leather and Is finished In mahogany. 
There ar* twenty-one windows In the 
boat, with dimensions of 24x30 inches 
The windows are of qu&rter-suwed 
white oak. while the windows at the 
back and front of the launch contain 
circular glass. 

The bottom of the launch Is of Cyprus, 
while the rest of the boat from the 
water line Is made of w'hlte pine. The 
color scheme used in the painting of 
the boat is red and white, 

Tho gasoline engine for the boat was 
bulli by the mon. and la a three-cylinder 
30-horro power *mglne with a tank tha: 
will hold «1x*y-eov«n gallons of gn**>- 
Hne In the stem of the beast is to be 
phtced a thr*eblade» screw propeller, 24 
Inches in dlaroeur and of 30 pltdh 
There ore no square corner* In the boat, 
everything being rounded. A remarka¬ 
ble feature of the construction of the 
launch is the fact that 14.000 brtu*» 
tsorewts were used In the work. 

The boat is called the Sunflower, and 
th^ owners are justly proud of their 
work They state that It will be on ex¬ 
hibition a weok from next Sunday, and 
th-*y wou4d like for the pub’le to exam¬ 
ine it They expeot to take a trip to 
Pittsburg !n ft shortly after completion, 
and the Sunflower Is sure to create a 
serrfaation on tho river It la a beautiful 
craft and Is a tribute to the untiring 
work, perseverance and Ingenuity of the 
mt'n concerned In its conatruction.

Union Pacific. United States Steel, South'm 
Pacific and Atchison all sold during tho day 
at tho highest prices In their history- Com¬ 
mission bouses reported •••me secession of 
outside demand, but the action of the market 
was suggestive of professional operations. 

It It a feature of tbo present situation In 
ths stock market that, with all ths enormous 
accumulation of holdings that ha* boon 
cnmpllshed. brok*rog* offlcoe profees to be 
little involved tn th* way of money borrowed 
for the holding of stock* on margin for cus¬ 
tomers. Tho explanation offered Is that the 
principal participant* tn tha recant market 
have resorted lo tb* banks directly for loans 
and that It Is with th«f« UutUutiuns that tbo 
collateral l* largely held. The comparative 
freedom of the market from the usual bark 
sets and vicissitudes of a speculative cam 
(•sign, where a multitude of broker* ore ad 
vising the shifting Impulses of traders tn and 
out. it Is said, to be due reasonably to the 
earn* course. 

To-day’s active market was attributed tn Us 
broadly underlying Impulses to the signing of 
the conference report on tho tariff bill. The 
movement was helped along t>y many specula¬ 
tive dwlces ami mads swift progrvs* toward 
the Indicated end. One of the devices used 
that proved matt effeotive was ths cltculatlou 
of rumors of the accumulation of this or that 
stock by some financial magnate for Invest¬ 
ment.

BANKERS SEND GDI' 
LETTER OF PROTEST 


THREE REASONS FOR OPPOSING 
CORPORATION TAX MEASURE. 


APPEAL TO REPRESENTATIVES 
IN WASHINGTON. 


TEXT OF THE COMMUNICATION, 


An l rn pert ant committee representing 
Lhe Kentucky Bankers’ Association au¬ 
thorized the secretary yesterday to 
send out lottens to every banker in the 
Staio protesting against provisions In 
the corporation tax measure now pend¬ 
ing before Congress. The committee on 
banking, Jurisprudence and Information 
feels that the proposed 1 per cent, tax 
on rhe not earnings of all corporation* 
should not be Applicable to bunks, and 
therefore will nek the bajdtnni of the 
State, non mom bora os well as members 
of the association, to protest against 
the alleged lnjuadoe to repnvsentaUvoi 
In Washington from their dlirfiicts. 

The letter being sent out bears tb“ 
signature of John J. McHenry, chair¬ 
man of the committee* and la as loi- 
lows: 

“Dear Sir—1 wish to call your attention 
to u provlslou of tho corporation-tax 
measure uuw pending before Congress. 

I nder the provision of tlds bill, which Is 
u part of tno tariff bill, a tax of 1 per 
evuL Is levied upon the net earnings of 
ail corporations In Lhe United Slates over 
and above 36.UO0. 

'•This feature of tho bill is advocated 
for pansage upon tire grounds that it Is 
advisable to iuive more publicity concern¬ 
ing tho operation* of corporations and aJso 
for revenue purpose*, 

“We think that the same U quite ob¬ 
jectionable so *far tu> it relate* u> bank* 
and trust companies for the following 
reasons: 

“First—The argument of desirability of 
publicity relative to oorporutlon* does not 
apply, because the affairs of banks are 
and have been carefully regulated by 
Btuto and National Governments and pub¬ 
lic statements required for many years. 

“Second—Taxes upon banks are already 
heavy enough, as they boar now more 
than their just proportion of governmental 
expense. 

”Thrtrd—The proposed measure works a 
groat Inequality arid Injustice upon banks 
because It permit* deduction lor money 
paid by way of interest only upon such 
an amount of bank deposits a* would 
equal it* capital stock. For Instance, a 
bank with a capital stock of 32M00 and 
with 312S.OOO of Interest-bearing deposits 
would only be allowed a deduction for In¬ 
terest paid upon 325.000 and would have 
to pay tax upou income derived from tho 
other •100.00'). This operation would in¬ 
crease apparently the net income of tho 
bank when there would be no such in¬ 
crease at all, os th* interest would still 
he paid out ond the banks should be al¬ 
lowed, if the bill Is passed, a deduction for 
the interest j«aid on all of its deposits In¬ 
stead of only to the extent of its capital 
stock. 

“This bill Is now In the hands of the 
Conference Committee and is apt to be¬ 
come a law any day, and I desire to call 
the attention uf the bank* of the s*'n to to 
the measure and the evident injustice It 
works upon bank*, and to respectfully 
suggest thnt y*ra write your representa¬ 
tives In Congress to protest against the 
evldenf Inequality nna in justice done to 
our bnnklng Institution*. Respectfully.

On a pica of guilty to the charge of 
petit larceny BaallHo Cananl&n. who la 
barely 17 years old, ha* been sentenced 
to the Indiana Reformatory in Jef¬ 
fersonville from the Wayne Circuit 
Court at Richmond, and he Is expected 
to arrive to-day.

MASKED ROBbERS 


ATTEMPT TO HOLD UP FARMER 
EN ROUTE TO CITY. 


John Tracy Strikes One Highway¬ 
man Across Face With Whip, 
Lashes Horse and Escapes. 


Flucklly fighting off two masked 
robbers. Who attempted to hold him 
up in his wugon on tho Third-street 
road at 7:46 o'clock Thursday* night. 
John Tracy, 19 years of age. made his 
escape with the aid of his fast horse. 

Tracy, who lives Just over the Bul¬ 
litt county line, near Brooks stutlon, 
was driving to Louisville to place his 
produce on the market. As he was 
passing the No. 41 district county 
schoolhouse, three miles from the city, 
on the Third-street road, he was 
stopped by two men with musk* over 
their eyes and noses.

Tracy immediately hit his horse 
with the whip, and the spirited ani¬ 
mal, lunging forward, started off on 
a dead run. 

The second highwayman had been 
leading & bicycle and hurriedly mount¬ 
ed the wheel us if to give chase, but 
for some reason abandoned the at¬ 
tempt. 

The young farmer continued to lash 
his horse until he reached, the gro¬ 
cery and saloon of P. T. Archer. Here 
he communicated with County Patrol¬ 
man West Gilbert, of Highland Park. 
The loiter went to the scene and for 
several hours searched tho neighbor¬ 
hood, but was unable to find the higli- 
waymeu. Tho men were seen In the 
neighborhood some time before the 
attempted hold-up. and Patrolman Gil¬ 
bert has a good description of them.

COMES TO SURFACE NEAR THE 
SCENE OF DROWNING. 


Young Anderson Sank To HU Death 
At Treacherous Point In 
the River. 


The body of John Anderson, the 14- 
year-old boy whose home was with 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs*. Andrew O 
Anderson. 2628 Fourth avenue, Louis¬ 
ville, who was drowned at Fern 
Grove on Wednesday during tho ex¬ 
cursion given by the Ma*<>ns, was re¬ 
covered yesterday. Just before noon, by 
Milton B. Campbell, of JefferjKmvMo. 
Campbell lias charge of the yacht be¬ 
longing to Jacob E. Glossbrenner. pres¬ 
ident of the Louisville and Jefferson¬ 
ville Fern* Company, and has kept a 
lookout for the body ever since the 
drorwnlng. Yestefday the body came 
to tho surface and xvas seen by Camp¬ 
bell. 

He notified James Glossbrennor at 
the Jeffersonville office of the fern* 
company, and he In turn communicat¬ 
ed with Coroner Fromen M. Coots. 
Campbell secured a skiff, placed the 
body In It. and towed the craft to Jef¬ 
fersonville, landing at the foot of 
Walnut street, where Coroner Coots 
looked at the body and Glover L. Cools, 
Deputy Coroner, aocompanied the body 
to Louisville, where it was turned over 
to on undertaker to be prepared for 
burial. 

After Anderson was drowned the 
Louisville life savers were notified and 
dragged the river for several hours, but 
failed to find tlie body. Several At¬ 
tempts were made to find the body by 
diving, but they proved unsuccessful. 
Campbell wn* one of the divers, and In 
speaking of his experience, said he 
did not think it possible to find the 
body before It floated to the surface. 
He said the place where young Ander¬ 
son went dnwm had been blasted nearly 
one entire season, when the water was 
unusually low. to get rock. Thin re¬ 
sulted In numerous holes, some of them 
several feet deep, being formed, and 
It was Campbell's opinion that the 
body had lodged In one of these. This 
made It Impossible, for the life savers 
to drag the bottom of the river with 
any success. 

It Is the belief that young Anderson 
stepped Into one of the deep holes not 
knowing it was there, and not being 
able to swim, drowned before assist¬ 
ance could reach him. The water on 
Wednesday was nt such a stage that 
the holes could not be seen from the 
approach at the shore.
